SPARKS FROM MARK: 

The sixth element of the spirituality for the 
pastoral council that Brother Loughlan Solfield 
outlines, and probably one of the most difficult 
is the spirituality that moves us to 
compassionate action. To have a true sense of 
compassion in ones life means that one is 
grounded and rooted in a lively relationship 
with Christ. 

That is why I am so excited with our new 
structure for pastoral council because it calls us 
to be a people of prayer together. In my 
experiences in working with parish councils, we 
were focused on the nuts and bolts of parish 
life; which is an important thing. However, our 
prayer time as a parish council was fast and 
quick. I never thought of a parish council, now 
a pastoral council, as having its own spirituality 
until our study on what it means to be a pastoral 
council. My eyes and heart have been opened. 

Brother Loughlan talks about being a member 
of the pastoral council is really about a having 
spirituality that takes shape in the form of 
ministry. Being involved in ministry is all about 
learning and being compassionate to those we 
meet and encounter as a community of faith. 
He says that being compassionate is one of the 
major criterions for evaluating ones growth in 
the spiritual life. St. Theresa of Avila speaks 
about compassion. There is only one true 
crucible for testing prayer: compassion. To 
discover whether or not one is truly praying and 
growing in holiness, all that is required is to 
evaluate one's action. Are you becoming more 
compassionate? 

The Gospel of Luke 6.36, reminds all of us to 
"be compassionate as your heavenly Father is 
compassionate". I am excited that our pastoral 
council now spends at least one-third of 
its meeting times in prayer, developing and 
nurturing our call to be compassionate people.
